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Despite the fact that practically every 
member of the Chicago Dental Society 
had heard him before, between three 
hundred and three hundred and fifty 
members and guests turned out to hear 
Dr. Harry Sicher discourse on anatomy 
at the December Monthly Meeting. Dr. 
Sicher has the happy faculty of rarely 
repeating himself and each time he makes 
an appearance something new has been 
added. He covered the problems of acci- 
dents in local anesthesia, propagation of 
dental infection, danger areas of hemor- 
rhage, temporomandibular articulation 
and accessory pulp canals, from the 
anatomist’s viewpoint. Dr. Sicher is head 
of the Department of Anatomy, Histol- 
ogy and Research at the Chicago College 
of Dental Surgery, and his new book, 
“Oral Anatomy,” soon will be off the 
press. 


APPLIED ANATOMY 


Dr. Sicher wasted no time in getting 
down to facts. He stated that there has 
been a vast amount of material written 
regarding descriptive anatomy and very 
little regarding applied anatomy. Each 
subject needs its own interpreter and Dr. 
Sicher can interpret applied anatomy in 
a manner that converts this sometimes 
boring subject into one of absorbing in- 
terest. His first topic, accidents in local 
anesthesia, dealt mostly with arterial and 
venous punctures. The swelling and sub- 
sequent discoloration that erupts with 
explosive force while making a tuberosity 
injection is due to the puncturing of the 
facial artery. When such a phenomenon 
occurs, the needle should be withdrawn 
immediately and pressure applied di- 
rectly to the vessel involved, not to the 
cheek. By so doing, the swelling can be 
minimized in most cases. On the other 
hand, while making a mandibular block 
the needle may encounter a vein (the 
vein runs closer to the bone than the 
nerve) in which case the patient displays 
symptoms of shock, turns white, breaks

out in a cold sweat and sometimes passes 
out. Both of these accidents can be 
avoided by using a syringe which allows 
for aspiration. Lacking such an instru- 
ment, extreme caution should be used. 


SPREAD OF INFECTION 


The second problem that Dr. Sicher 
discussed was the propagation of infec- 
tion. He described the relationship of 
the muscles as they affect the pointing of 
an abscess. The third molar, particularly, 
is in a danger zone because infection can 
spread readily down through the loose 
tissues of the neck. Dr. Sicher pointed 
out that many a case of so-called Lud- 
wig’s angina is simply a cellulitis of the 
floor of the mouth and can be brought 
under control without recourse to 
surgery. 

The danger areas of hemorrhage was 
next on the list of topics. The facial 
artery is especially vulnerable because of 
its somewhat superficial course. Swelling 
in the molar region will often push the 
artery away fromits accustomed resting 
place and lancing an abscess under these 
circumstances may result in a nasty 


hemorrhage. 
TEMPOROMANDIBULAR JOINT 


The temporomandibular articulation 
and Costen’s syndrome were merely 
touched upon by Dr. Sicher. By diagram- 
matic sketches, he showed his audience 
how impossible it was for a patient to 
pinch the nerve in this region, when 
closing the mouth. Hearing is, however, 
frequently impaired by loss of vertical 
dimension. 

Accessory root canals, the bane of the 
endodontist’s existence, was the final 
topic for consideration. Dr. Sicher illus- 
trated his lecture throughout with lan- 
tern slides and sketches and many there 
were who wished that they could have 
had him as their anatomy teacher back 
in college days.

COMMISSION ON HOSPITAL 
CARE REPORTS 


The Commission on Hospital Care pre- 
sented its report at the annual meeting 
of the American Hospital Association in 
Philadelphia last September. Among 
other things, the Commission recom- 
mended that “A dental service should be 
established whenever competent dentists 
are available and willing to practice in 
the hospital and that . . . Dental intern- 
ship and residencies should be established 
in large hospitals in which adequate edu- 
cational programs ‘can be developed 
under competent guidance and supervi- 
sion.” 

The Commission further reported that 
“A physical examination is not complete 
without a careful study of oral conditions. 
Occasionally important considerations in 
the cause of illness are overlooked be- 
cause of the failure to study the teeth and 
oral areas.” 

Many hospitals outside the large metro- 
politan areas have no men on the staff 
who have the necessary training in diag- 
nosis and treatment of diseases of the 
mouth. This is due usually to a lack of 
appreciation of the importance of a com- 
plete dental examination in a thorough 
physical study or to lack of interest. 

Hospitals without a dental staff might 
well consider these recommendations of 
the Commission.

THREE POINT PROGRAM FOR 
REDUCING INCIDENCE OF 
DENTAL CARIES 


The author has selected the most 
promising methods of caries control and 
combined them in a practical program. 
No one method of treatment presumes 
to solve the problem of dental caries but 
when combined, despite the limitations 
of each, a significant reduction in dental 
caries should be expected from their 
application. 

The following is a brief outline of a 
three-point program for caries control: 

1. Dietary control, in which carbohy- 
drate intake is restricted for a period of 
six weeks, based upon the number of L. 
acidophilus organisms found in saliva. 

2. Topical application of sodium flu- 
oride four times a year; twice a year 
following regular prophylactic treatment 
and twice a year following simple brush- 
ing of the teeth by the dentist. 

3. Dentifrice containing urea and di- 
basic ammonium phosphate. 

The author admits that some new de- 
velopments may modify some of his rec- 
ommendations. In the meantime, he 
feels that we should attempt to reduce 
dental decay by the means at hand and 
not be content to merely repair the rav- 
ages of decay.—Louis I. Grossman, 
D.D.S., Pennsylvania State Dental Jour- 
nal, January, 1947. 


CARIES PROPHYLAXIS 


The author presents his method of in- 
hibiting dental caries by impregnation 
of the tooth structure with five per cent 
silver nitrate solution. . Silver nitrate co- 
agulates the organic matter which is not 
calcified and might be utilized as an in- 
vasion road and coagulation decreases it 
availability, resulting in an increased re- 
sistance to dental caries. 

If we decrease the surface tension of 
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the teeth any solution will penetrate 
better and we will succeed in impregnat- 
ing the organic structures better. For 
this purpose a one per cent solution of 
naccanol is recommended. Removing 
the surplus, the tooth surface to be im- 
pregnated is left moist. Then apply a 
five per cent silver nitrate solution leav- 
ing it no longer than one minute and 
precipitate this solution with a saturated 
solution of calcium chloride in distilled 
water. 

The treatment is based on the fact that 
dental caries is an invasion by nucro- 
organism of the organic matter of the 
tooth, especially the prism sheaths and 
the lamellac of the enamel. 

The other occasions for using impreg- 
nation in dentistry are: (1) Sensitive 
tooth surfaces, (2) Any exposed dentin, 
(3) Root canal therapy, (4) Green 
stain, (5) After each prophylaxis, (6) 
Before starting orthodontic treatment, 
(7) Any tooth clasped in connection 
with a partial denture.—B. Gottlieb, 
Texas Dental Journal, January, 1947. 


CARIES OF THE ENAMEL 


The authors present the hypothesis 
that caries of enamel is primarily an in- 
vasion and degradation of the organic 
matrix followed by a subsequent physical 
disintegration of the inorganic salts. The 
irritation of the microscopic surface 
lesion is associated with the presence of 
a bacterial plague, with the interrod 
matrix invaded by spheroidal erganisms. 
With the advancement of the process, 
the matrix at the periphery becomes 
almost homogeneous and the affected 
area eventually undergoes dissolution. It 


- is suggested that caries of the enamel is 


more than a simple acid decalcification.
